Priv a te surv ey s by at lea st two leading 
M idwest farm journals indicate that there 
will not be much ov er-planting of allotm ents 
by w'heat g rowers for 19 04. 


This could l)e a deix 'iidable finding lie- 
ca use much of the 1%4 winter wheat crop 
is in the g round. 
The surv ey conducted by Successful 
Farnv mg estim a ted three-fourths of the fall 
plant would be within the allotm ent. This 
ra tlier scotches the opinion that the a dv erse 
whea t referendum v ote ea rlier this sum m er 
would result in ex cessiv e planting and a 
v erita ble flood of new wheat. 


One opinion of the unusual restraint 
a sserted that the wheat g rowers in v oting 
a g a inst strict federal a crea g e controls did 
not v ote a g a inst self-restra int. They v oted 
a g a inst federa l restraint. This is further 
rea d into the belief that tig ht federal pro­ 
g ra m s are unnecessa ry and that the wheat 


g rowers, them selv es, will prov e that they 
can handle their production problems. 
That may he so. Rut it will take more 
than one planting season to prov e it. .And 
it will require an ex a m ina tion of other fa c­ 
tors a s well. 
One well reca lls that a g ood deal of the 
ca m pa ig ning a g a inst the a dm inistra tion’s 
wheat prog ram wa s supiMirled by a promise 
of a new law in ev ent of rejection. .lust 
how much this a ffected the v oting wheat 
g rower is hard to m ea sure, but it certa inly 
encoura g ed him to believ e that if he turned 
down the prog ram he would g et a better 
one, or at lea st a more rem unera tiv e one, 
from Cong ress.

Battle In The Clouds 


Esta blished education is no4 taking kind­ 
ly to the dem a nds for reform v oiced by 
Dr. J a m es Conant, form er president of 
Harv ard. 


A few y ea rs ag o Dr. Conant conducted 
a surv ey of hig h school education. It re­ 
sulted in a criticism of the tea chers col­ 
leg es, and discounted the em pha sis placed 
on teaching method. He ca m e out strong ly 
for strong er a ca dem ic preparation, g rea ter 
tra ining in subject matter, and less em ­ 
pha sis on the m echa nics of teaching . 
Theoretica lly , Dr. Conant is on apjx 'al- 
ing g round. It is rea ssuring to believ e that 
a tea cher of m a them a tics is hig hly trained 
in m a them a tics, and not just a teacher wlio 
functions a s an interchang eable part, a s­ 
sig nable to Eng lish, history or m a them a tics 
by v irtue of procedural skills rather than 
knowledg e of the subject. 
But there is also some idea lism in Dr. 
Conant’s position. There a re many lim es 


when there are not enoug h phy sics tea ch­ 
ers a v a ila ble. Frequently there is a dearth 
or ov ersupply in other subjects. But the 
schools must balance their tea ching pro­ 
g ram. They ca n’t quit teaching a lg ebra , for 
insta nce, beca use there is a shortag e of 
learned m a them a tics tea chers. 
But in all tins debate it is well to keep 
in mind that it is g reatly a battle in the 
educational clouds. It cannot be a ssum ed 
that org anized education is the be-all and 
do-all. A g reat deal of the effectiv eness of 
education lies inside the pupil. If he la cks 
desire or is unwilling to a ccept the disci­ 
pline required of learning he will g et not 
more than a minimum of it wha tev er the 
professional educators may do. And a g ood 
deal of the lack of desire and thrust re­ 
sults from a home and comm unity env iron­ 
ment tliat m inim izes the sense of urg ency . 
We can do more for education than the 
educators can do by improv ing the child’s 
attitude.

done so. Tlio first time around. Mr, Beezley 
was g iver; a sa la ry increa se and certain 
a dministrativ e cha ng es apparently w e r e 
promised. The a dm inistra tiv e cha ng es, how­ 
ev er, hav e nev er been made. 
These cha ng es inv olv ed a definition of 
duties and responsibilities in the city en­ 
g ineer’s office. It is a well known fact 
that the eng ineer’s office has been a soit 
of non-entity under the Public Works and 
Utilities Department 
This departm ent, in 
turn, has been much more a utocra tic than 
coopera tiv e with all other city depa rtm ents. 
It has quite bluntly been run with an 
iron hand by Director D. L. Erickson who 
has som e oulstanclmg qua lities and som e 
g la ring w ea knesses, llis streng th has been 
as an eng ineer and his wea kness as an 
a dministrator, the latter Ijccoming increa s­ 
ing ly important as retirement nears for 
both him and City Eng ineer Carl F’isher. 
Nothing can now be done about Mr. 
Beezley , whose resig nation should be a c­ 
cepted forthwith, but the city should not be 
forced to stumble along with an important 
arm of its administration in confusion and 
uncerta inly . The org anization and jx 'rsonnel 
of the Public Works and Utilities Depa rt­ 
ment are ov erdue for a major ov erhaul. Mr. 
B eezley represents a definite loss to the 
city and one that could and should hav e 
been av oided. Further delay in this m a tter 
will bring g rea ter losses and serv e as an 
indictm ent of May or Dean Petersen and 
the City Council.

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The Pro blem o f Wo rld Peace

So me well-meaning peo ple 
go so far in “interpreting” the 
Bible that they disregard it 
as a p>o ssible so urce o f literal 
truth. 
In co nsidering the pro blem 
o f war and peace, I co uld 
hardly disregard the Ho ly 
Bible, even if I were to dis­ 
regard entirely any meta­ 
physical meaning, which o f 
co urse I did no t. Ho wever, in 
my study I was interested 
primarily in seeking o ut liter­ 
al truth. 
In additio n to the Bible I 
went o ver legends fro m dif­ 
ferent peo ples, lo o king fcM- 
what was co mmo n to differ­ 
ent gro ups. I studied primi­ 
tive man. 
I fo und that at least so me 
primitive peo ple had the cus­ 
to m o f tying up the dead; so 
as no t to be attacked by them. 
What wo uld acco unt fo r this? 
Genesis uses the apple as 
the symbo l o f man’s do wnfall. 
Acco rding to so me interpre­ 
tatio ns, humankind was to be 
punished fo r using whatever 
brains the Lo rd had pro vided. 
But suppo se a change o f diet 
were mo re than a symbo l? 
Suppo se 
t h a t humankind 
were literally driven fro m its 
Garden o f Ekien thro ugh 
change in diet. 
Dr. W. H. Tho mpso n was 
heading into Chicago at the 
time I was in this phase o f 
study. 1 asked him to deter­ 
mine fo r me whether c«- no t 
humankind had ever changed 
its diet basically, so far as 
might be detcrmmed.

Do cto r Tho mpso n checked 
this questio n fo r me at the 
University o f Chicago , to 
humo r me 1 suspect. Much to 
his surprise, he disco vered 
that at so me time in the past, 
the ancesto r o f mo dem man 
changed fro m a purely her­ 
bivo ro us to a carnivo ro us 
creature. 
In o ther wo rds, o ur ances­ 
to rs switched o ver fro m living 
o n nuts, berries and the like 
as a so le so urce o f fo o d, and 
added meat. This additio n 
must certainly have included 
cannibalism, because canni­ 
balism remains in so me paiiJ 
o f the wo rld. 
Such a change wo uld ac­ 
co unt fo r tying up the dead; 
fo r man’s fear o f himself, fo r 
built-in guilt. 
Basically, the answer is aW 
there within a few lines 
ei 
Genesis. 
Acco rding to anthro po lo ­ 
gists, with the decline o f veg­ 
etatio n, humankind turned 
to meat to supplement its 
diet, pro bably o f co urse with 
the 
grisly co nco mitant 
o f 
cannibalism. Pro bably this 
develo pment came with the 
Ice Age. 
Acco rding to autho rities at 
the University o f Chicago , 
there co uld be no questio n 
abo ut the change in diet, even 
4-U.r^f^rrU 
nf time 
- 
co uld be subject Jto debate. 
If so , human nature has 
changed in the past to meet 
the circumstances o f enviro n­ 
ment. and may change again.

Football Intrigue 
When most people hear the word spy, they think of 
a movie thriller on the late late show. 
But each football season at least one spy Incident 
shows up at football training camps across the nation. 
The most memorable case in recent years was the 1959 
incident at Iowa where a spy was caught in a tree watching 
a closed Iowa practice session before the Purdue game. 
The latest spy thriller came last week at TCU as the 
Homed Frogs were preparing for their date with Kansas. 
TCU’s final intra-squad game before the Kansas opener 
was the occasion. 
During the Saturday dress rehearsal scrimmage, TCU 
coaches spotted a man in the stands furiously scribbling 
notes. Just as in the last spine-tingling movie you saw, 
the TCU counter-espionage forces went into work. 
Bryan Egram, a part-time assistant, buttoned up his 
trench coat, rolled up the collar, tilted his hat forward 
and entered the stands to conveniently find a seat nex t 
to the mystery guest.
